Dtirlng the week ending the 5th July, 1947 in British India 
and in the Indian States shown in this statement, the total 
number of deaths recorded in 211 towns having a population 
of 30,090 and over was 9,924. ^he mid-year estimated 
population of these towns was 21V, 588, 359 and the death 
rate was 20*2 per thousand of the population. Births in 
the same towns numbered 13.807 giving a birth rate of 
28' 1 per thousand of the population. In British India alone 
the corresponding birth and death rates were 27*8 and 20- f> 
per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India. — Tho following towns in British Tndiu 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the 
population. 

Pandharpur (78* 5) ; Hardwar Union (69*0) ; Gaya (62- 6) ; 
Puri (58*9) ; Benares (56*8) ; Sambhal (56' 4) and Etawah 
(53*8). 

The higli death rates were mainly due to deaths from fevers. 
There was a large number of deaths from respiratory diseases 
in Benares and Pandharpur and Etawah.

In 192 towns in British India there were 92 deaths from 
cholera and 83 deaths from smallpox. Plague was absent 
during the week. Of the deaths from oholera Lucknow 
reoorded 24 ; Calcutta 19 ; Howrah 16 ; Benares 8 ; Patna 6 ; 
Mirzapur-Bindhachal and South Suburban 3 each *, Dehra 
Dun, Ranchi and Kamarhati 2 each; Cawnpore, Jaunpui, 
Bhatpara, Krishnagar, Narayangunj and Chittagong one 
eaoh. Of the deaths from smallpox Nagpur recorded 28 ; 
Calcutta 11 ; Nagpur Civil Station 7 ; Delhi city 5 ; Ludhiana
